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Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 


The  Rural  District  of  Glanford  Brigg  comprises  an  area 
of  about  136,595  acres  and  includes  41  civil  parishes.  The 
population  at  census  1931  was  28,177,  in  1934  28,280.  The 
district  is  bounded  on  the  North  and  East  by  the  River 
Humber,  and  on  the  South  by  the  Rural  Districts  of 
Gainsborough,  Caistor  and  Grimsby,  and  on  the  West  by  the 
River  Trent.  To  the  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  Area  was  added  in 
1936,  the  Winterton  Urban  Area,  3,818  acres,  and  Roxby-cum- 
Risby  Urban  Area,  comprising  4,900  acres.  Portion  of  the 
Parish  of  Wrawby  was  removed  from  the  Rural  District 
(added  to  Brigg  Urban  District). 

Two  parallel  ranges  of  hills  cross  the  District  running 
approximately  North  and  South,  they  are  called  the  Cliff  and  the 
Wolds.  The  former  has  an  average  elevation  of  200  feet  above 
datum.  It  is  formed  of  oolite  limestone.  The  latter  running 
in  a South  Easterly  direction  from  Barton-on-Humber  and 
South  Ferriby,  is  much  wider,  with  an  average  width  of  8 miles. 
The  formation  is  chalk.  The  area  West  of  the  Cliff  drains 
into  the  Trent.  The  valley  between  the  Cliff  and  the  Wolds  is 
drained  by  the  River  Ancholme,  which  reaches  the  Humber  at 
Ferriby  Sluice.  East  of  the  Wolds  the  streams  drain  into  the 
Humber.  The  district  is  almost  entirely  agricultural  but  many 
of  the  population  work  in  the  adjacent  Borough  of  Scunthorpe, 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  iron  and  steel  and  in  the 
extraction  of  iron  ore  from  mines  and  underground  workings, 
many  of  which  are  in  this  Council’s  district.  Other  industries 
are  beet  sugar  manufacture,  ship  building,  artificial  manure 
manufacture,  poultry  food  and  cement  manufacture,  brick 
making,  refining  of  crude  oil,  refining  of  cane  sugar,  etc.

There  was  a rise  in  the  number  of  Live  Births  — 552 
•compared  with  509  in  1952. 

The  corrected  Local  Birth  Rate  is  21-63,  an  increase. 
Deaths  in  1953  numbered  316  as  compared  with  357  in  1952. 
Deaths  of  Infants  under  1 year  were  9 as  against  16  in  1952. 

Deaths  of  Infants  under  4 weeks  of  age  were  4 compared 
with  8 in  1952. 

Deaths  (total)  from  Cancer  numbered  49  in  1953  (58  in  1952). 
Deaths  from  Heart  Disease  slight  decrease,  108  compared 
with  139  in  1952. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Poliomyelitis. 

Still  Births  in  1953  equalled  12  (in  1952 — 11).

These  figures  for  1953  are  very  satisfactory  especially  the 
small  number  of  Still  Births  and  low  Infantile  mortality,

Ambulance  Facilities. 

With  the  advent  of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1948, 
the  Lindsey  County  Council  became  the  responsible  authority 
for  Ambulance  Services.  They  subsidised  a scheme  for  a 
service  to  cover  the  County  with  a main  station  at  Scunthorpe 
and  sub-stations  at  Boston  and  Cleethorpes  and  Market  Rasen. 
This  gave  no  sub-station  to  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  District  or 
Brigg  U rban  District.  A deputation  of  officers  of  both  Councils 
attended  at  Lincoln  to  put  their  case  before  the  County  Council 
and  the  Chief  Ambulance  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  it  was  difficult  to  service  the  large  area 
of  the  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  District — population  30,000 — from 
Scunthorpe,  particularly  in  foggy  weather  or  on  ice  bound 
roads,  and  Medical  Practitioners  in  Brigg  were  concerned  that 
the  Brigg  Hospital,  in  frequent  use,  should  not  have  an 
Ambulance  near  at  hand.  The  County  Council  did  not  agree, 
and  pleaded  that  there  was  a shortage  of  Ambulances  and  that 
service  from  Scunthorpe  was  sufficient.  This  opinion  was 
strongly  contested  by  Medical  Practitioners  from  Brigg  and 
District,  including  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  In  my 
opinion  this  view  is  still  the  correct  one,  and  while  admitting 
that  a good  service  is  being  provided  at  present,  considering 
the  distances,  I consider  that  there  should  be  a sub-station  at 
Brigg  to  avoid  delay  in  urgent  cases  and  to  facilitate  the  work 
of  the  Local  Hospital. 
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Precautions  taken  on  occurrence  of  a case  of 
Infectious  Disease. 

The  case  is  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  or  Medical 
Officer.  In  the  case  of  Enteric  Fever,  Smallpox,  Encephalitis, 
Poliomyelitis,  or  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  by  both  Officials. 

The  Inspector  renders  on  the  day  of  his  visit  a report  on 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  the  efficiency  of  isolation. 

A written  questionnaire  as  to  inmates  of  the  house,  source 
of  infection,  etc.,  is  thus  perused  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity.  The  case  is  removed 
to  an  Isolation  Hospital  where  considered  expedient. 

Where  the  case  is  isolated  at  home,  instructions  and 
liquid  disinfectant  are  given  to  those  nursing  the  patient,  and 
a card  is  left  for  the  Medical  Attendant  to  complete  when 
disinfection  may  safely  be  carried  out. 

In  particular  cases,  infected  bedding  or  mattresses  are 
destroyed,  and  compensation  is  paid  after  consideration  of  the 
merits  of  the  case  by  the  Sanitary  Committee  of  the  Rural 
District  Council.  It  is  essential  that  no  bedding  should  be 
destroyed  until  inspected  by  an  Official  of  the  Council,  or 
in  exceptionally  urgent  circumstances  a qualified  Medical 
Practitioner  who  can  testify  as  to  its  condition.

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

The  type  of  cases  provided  for,  under  the  Section,  have 
always  been  difficult  to  deal  with,  and  it  is  contemplated  that 
the  full  powers  under  the  Act  will  only  be  used  in  extremely 
bad  cases.  In  many  cases  Local  Authorities  are  reluctant  to 
use  the  powers,  and  will  only  do  so  when  all  other  efforts  have 
been  unsuccessful.  The  procedure  under  the  Act  is  of  course 
useful  in  the  extreme  cases,  but  is  somewhat  slow  and  tedious* 
but  in  my  opinion  can  be  simplified.

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

Close  co-operation  with  the  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year,  and 
details  of  samples  examined  and  veterinary  inspections  made 
are  regularly  forwarded  to  us.  Our  work  of  supervising  the 
Dealers  and  Distributors  is  being  maintained,  and  it  is  noticed 
that  the  people  concerned  with  the  distribution  and  selling  of 
milk  are  becoming  more  conscious  of  their  responsibility,  and 
there  is  a distinct  trend  in  this  direction. 


(b)  Meat. 

There  are  no  Ministry  of  Food  slaughter  houses  in  the 
Council’s  district,  but  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with  a 
neighbouring  Local  Authority  to  assist  their  officers  at  the 
Public  Abattoir  during  the  holiday  periods  and  during  other 
exceptional  circumstances. 

Each  winter,  during  the  domestic  pig  killing  season,  the 
services  of  the  Meat  Inspectors  are  available  on  request  to  give 
advice  in  cases  of  doubt.  It  is,  of  course,  understood  that  there 
is  no  obligation  on  the  part  of  this  Council  to  inspect  such  meat 
and,  furthermore,  the  pig  keepers  themselves  are  under  no 
obligation  to  take  heed  of  the  advice  given  by  the  officers. 

It  is  highly  satisfactory  to  report  that  our  advice  is 
always  taken  and  appreciated

Housing. 

There  is  still  an  acute  Housing  shortage  in  the  district, 
but  it  is  more  noticeable  in  the  villages  surrounding  Scunthorpe. 

The  progress  of  the  Council’s  New  Housing  Programme 
is  proceeding  smoothly  and  the  quotas  and  allocations  have 
been  fairly  generous  during  the  year  under  review.  It  has 
been  found  that  house-building  has  proceeded  at  a rate  only 
limited  by  the  capacity  of  the  local  Building  Industry.  There 
has  appeared  to  be  a reluctance  to  tender  for  small  groups  of 
houses,  and  this  once  again  is  caused  by  the  rapid  growth  of 
our  industrial  neighbour,  which,  of  course,  can  erect  houses  in 
far  larger  numbers,  and  able  to  attract  more  contractors. 

Like  many  other  Authorities  we  have  still  to  deal  with 
Slum  Clearance.  In  addition  to  the  older  houses  in  our  villages, 
many  families  are  living  in  sub-standard  dwellings  in  Squatted 
Camps,  and  even  in  Converted  Camps,  which  have  outlived 
their  useful  life.  As  a general  rule  action  under  the  Housing 
Acts  is  only  taken  in  the  most  serious  cases,  particularly  when 
tenants  are  being  re-housed.  In  cases  where  re-occupation  of 
unfit  property  is  likely,  we  feel  that  the  proper  course  is  to  deal 
with  them  under  the  Housing  Act  to  prevent  a continuance  of 
their  life,  and  to  prevent  their  re-occupation  being  used  as  a 
stepping  stone  and  a lever  to  obtain  a new  house.

Scavenging. 

The  Scavenging  Service  in  the  district  consists  of  the 
weekly  emptying  of  pail  closets  and  the  fortnightly  emptying  of 
house  refuse  in  the  built-up  parts  of  each  of  the  41  villages. 

The  Scheme  is  still  in  a state  of  change  however,  because 
we  have  yet  to  feel  the  real  benefit  of  the  provision  of  Sewerage 
Schemes  in  the  parishes  of  Kirton  Lindsey,  Barnetby  and 
Gunness.  Although  the  work  in  these  three  villages  is 
proceeding  rapidly,  any  savings  in  the  conversion  of  pail  closets 
to  water  carriage  systems  are  very  slow  to  show,  and  we  find 
that  it  could  easily  be  two  years  before  any  appreciable  saving 
could  be  noticed. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  accompanying  this  Report 
that  328  pail  closets  were  converted  to  W.C’s.  This  number 
may  have  been  spread  over  the  work  of  4 or  5 vehicles,  and  in 
spite  of  the  varying  reduction  in  numbers  on  each  vehicle’s 
route,  the  same  journey  will  be  necessary.  It  is  of  course 
probably  too  much  to  expect  a full  100%  conversion  from  pail 
closets  to  W.C’s  to  take  place  in  any  village  after  the  provision 
of  a Sewerage  Scheme,  but  until  this  is  done,  nightsoil  collection 
must  take  place  from  a slowly  reducing  number  in  those 
villages.  Although  there  should  be  some  theoretical  saving, 
this  is  offset  once  again  by  the  erection  of  new  houses.  It  will 
be  seen  that  168  new  houses  were  erected  in  the  district  during 
the  year,  and  these  of  course  require  a Dustbin  Collection 
Service. 

During  past  years  we  have  been  rather  fortunate  with 
labour  for  these  scavenging  vehicles,  but  it  is  now  apparent 
that  the  work  or  wages  are  not  attractive  enough  for  us  to 
continue  in  the  previous  favourable  position. 

During  the  past  few  months  we  have  experienced 
difficulty  in  finding  replacements  for  any  of  our  men  who  have 
left  our  employment,  and  once  again  the  influence  of  the 
Steelworks  at  Scunthorpe  is  being  felt.

Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

During  the  year  under  review  the  new  Sewerage 
Scheme  for  Kirton  Lindsey  and  Barnetby  were  completed,  and 
the  work  of  providing  house  connections  by  the  Contractors 
rapidly  followed  the  laying  of  the  sewers  and  the  building  of 
the  works.  In  both  parishes  the  response  to  these  Schemes 
was  very  good,  and  the  property  owners  carried  out  their  work 
of  connecting  to  the  sewers  and  converting  to  water  carriage 
with  commendable  speed. 

Towards  the  middle  of  the  year  the  Gunness  Scheme 
commenced,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
Council  have  been  many  years  seeking  sanction  to  proceed 
with  this  work— the  first  Public  Enquiry  into  the  Scheme  was 
held  no  less  than  20  years  ago. 

There  are  many  other  schemes  before  the  Ministry,  and 
in  the  opinion  of  your  Officers,  conditions  prevailing  at 
Winterton,  Barrow-on-Humber,  and  Burton-on-Stather 
warrant  an  early  priority. 

Small  Sewerage  Schemes  have  been  provided  for  26 
houses  in  Gainsthorpe  Road  in  the  parish  of  Hibaldstow,  and 
a partial  Treatment  Works  has  been  constructed  at  South 
Killingholme.  These  two  improvements  will  abate  serious 
nuisances  on  roadside  verges  and  in  water  courses,  and  a 
scheme  is  being  prepared  to  provide  for  proper  drainage  for 
42  houses  in  one  Row  at  Marsh  Lane,  South  Killingholme. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Ministry  gave  approval 
to  the  construction  of  a portion  of  the  Messingham,  Bottesford 
and  Joint  Scunthorpe  Sewage  Works.  These  works  are 
situated  in  the  Council’s  district,  and  were  primarily  needed  to 
accommodate  drainage  from  the  rapidly  growing  Southern 
area  of  Scunthorpe.  Although  at  the  time  of  writing  this 
Report  no  express  consent  has  been  given  to  this  Council  to 
carry  out  the  work  of  laying  sewers  in  Bottesford  or  Messingham 
for  connection  to  the  works.  We  expect  during  the  coming 
year  to  be  given  authority  to  proceed  at  least  as  far  as 
providing  sewers  for  the  Bottesford  area. 
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At  the  request  of  a private  Company  the  Council  agreed 
to  take  over  and  maintain  a complete  Full-Treatment  Sewage 
Works  serving  44  houses  known  as  High  Santon  Villas  in  the 
parish  of  Appleby.  These  works  have  been  sadly  neglected  and 
were  causing  added  pollution  to  the  already  foul  Bottesford 
Beck.  The  Company  agreed  to  repair  and  re-condition  the 
works,  and  the  Council  only  undertook  to  take  over  and  maintain 
after  the  works  had  been  put  in  working  order. 

Although  our  problems  are  well-known  to  the  Committee, 
we  are  constantly  reminded  of  the  pollution  caused  by  our 
sewers  discharging  into  water  courses  in  the  various  parts  of 
our  district.  The  Lincolnshire  River  Board  and  the  various 
Drainage  Boards  are  continually  bringing  these  matters  to  our 
notice,  but  at  the  same  time  these  Bodies  are  well  aware  that 
the  only  real  remedy  is  the  provision  of  complete  new  Sewerage 
Schemes. 

In  May,  1953,  I reported  to  the  Public  Health  Committee 
at  some  length  the  work  we  had  to  do  to  maintain  these  open 
water  courses.  After  carefully  measuring  the  water  courses 
in  each  parish  for  which  we  hold  ourselves  responsible,  because 
of  the  discharge  of  sewage,  it  was  found  that  we  maintain  no 
less  than  22  miles  of  open  sewer  ditches.  In  addition  to  this 
heavy  responsibility  there  are  many  cases,  even  in  the  larger 
villages,  where  the  sewers  become  surcharged  in  times  of  heavy 
storm  and  concentrated  rain  ; and  on  occasions  serious  Public 
Health  nuisances  arise.  The  cleansing  of  these  open  water 
courses  is  an  endless  job  of  maintenance,  and  is  most  unsatis- 
factory. Even  after  thorough  cleansing  and  flushing  we  are 
still  left  with  a foul  sewer  ditch.  We  are  convinced  that  many 
of  our  villages  should  be  very  high  on  the  priority  list  for  new 
Sewerage  Schemes. 

In  addition  to  the  open  water  courses  mentioned  above 
we  also  maintain  53  Settlement  Tanks,  5 Lagoons,  2 Sand 
Traps,  11  Sewage  Works,  5 Temporary  Housing  Sewage 
Works,  and  17  Pumping  Stations. 
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East  Coast  Flooding — February,  1953. 

As  a result  of  the  abnormal  high  tides  which  swept  along 
the  East  Coast  on  the  night  before  the  1st  February,  the  staff 
were  for  a short  period  on  Emergency  work,  and  many  jobs 
had  to  be  set  on  one  side 

The  Seaboard  fringe  of  the  Council’s  district  is  not 
thickly  populated,  and  in  the  main  the  properties  affected  were 
isolated  houses  near  the  sea  wall,  formerly  used  in  connection 
with  disused  brickyards  and  ship-building  yards.  Approxi- 
mately 30  houses  were  actually  affected  by  the  flood,  but  the 
water  supplies  to  a much  greater  number  were  contaminated. 
Immediate  relief  was  given,  and  the  British  Red  Cross  are  to 
thanked  for  their  efforts  during  this  immediate  Relief  period. 
The  people  who  suffered  loss  and  damage  were  subsequently 
reimbursed  from  the  National  Fund,  but  the  Council  were 
required  to  provide  Emergency  Water  Supplies  for  a long 
period  afterwards.  The  water  supplies  gradually  recovered 
from  their  salt  water  contamination,  and  in  view  of  the  serious 
disaster  which  occurred  a few  miles  lower  down  on  the  same 
coast,  we  can  be  considered  fortunate  in  suffering  so  little  loss 
and  damage. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  Council  obtain  water  from  the  North  Lindsey  Water 
Board,  and  this  is  distributed  throughout  our  own  mains  to  the 
various  villages.  Each  of  the  41  villages  in  the  area  has  now 
a piped  supply,  and  the  only  remaining  work  to  be  done  is  the 
provision  of  a few  agricultural  extensions  as  and  when  the 
demand  arises. 

The  work  of  providing  house  connections  and  meter 
supplies  is  proceeding,  and  it  is  estimated  that  76%  of  the 
house  properties  in  the  district  now  have  a main  water  supply.
